The Madison railroad yards are to

Administration' are adopted. A public 
hearing on the plans is being set for 
Noy.

The FRA is in the second phase of a 
three-phase program designed to give 
the railroads, the Federal Railroad 
Administration and the Illinois 
Department of Transportation prac- 
tical plans for relocating rail lines on 
the East St. Louis riverfront and also 
modernizing rail yards and facilities to 
provide faster and more economical 
movement of rail cars through the “St. 
Louis Gateway,” particularly the 
Illinois side of the metropolitan area. 

Areport issued by the St. Louis Metro 
Area Rail Gateway Enterprise 
(MARGE) on its first phase progress, 
and its plans for the second phase, 
states: 

“The St, Louis Gateway is of major 
importance to the national railroad 
network, and its vitality is critical to 
the industrial and economic health of 
the region, 

“As a railroad gateway, it ranks 
second only to Chicago in terms of 
carloads handled. ~ 

“The 17 railroads operating in the 
terminal account for nearly 60 percent 
of the nation’s Class One railroad

A need for nine new police squad 
cars to keep Granite City’s full 
police force.on the streets has 
become ‘“‘erueial’’ and action should 
be initiated immediately to acquire 
new equipment, Chief of Police 
Ronald Veizer told the City Council

Veizer’s request in writing for an 
immediate bid call for new cars 
brought protests from some 
aldermen, who noted the purchase is 
not provided in the current 1979-80 
opéfating budget.

“Once we get some price offers we 
will know more about where we can 
go from there,'’ Mayor Paul Schuler

After Alderman Paul Bowler of 
the Seventh Ward, chairman of the 
council’s finance committee, 
challenged the timing of the bid call, 
Veizer said the need for police cars 
is sufficient to justify listing the 
proposed purchase as an 
“emergency” which could permit 
the city fo buy the equipment. 
without a budget provision. 

“‘All of our police cars have from 
80,000 to 90,000 miles on them, and 
this is actual driving mileage. 
Mechanics tell me that the idling 
time of police cars would account for 
another 30,000 to 40,000 miles on the 
motors,”’ Veizer said 

Two police cars are out of service 
awaiting repairs that will cost more 
than $800. 

Mayor Schuler noted that ‘‘our 
maintenance cost is terrific. It is 
costing us about $2,000 per month to 
keep those cars going 


“But aside from the cost, the 


situation involves the safety of the 
men who have to drive |those cars. 
Chief Veizer has told me that he will 
not put an officer in an unsafe car, 
and I agree with him,” 

Bowler noted that by waiting until 
January when a new entitlement of 
federal reyenue sharing funds is 
scheduled to be received by the city, 
the council could amend the budget 
and have funds available for new 
cars. 

The objections toward purchase of 
new police cars at this time resulted 
when some aldermen suggested that 
$40,000 be borrowed from the street 
department account as the bulk of 
the purchase price; that money be 
repaid from revenue funds received! 
early in 1980. 

City Treasurer Nick Petrillo said 
it is even possible that the street 
department money might not be 
needed because other sources could

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Boards back tenure but seek 
more ‘teacher accountability’ : 


Inadequate teacher ac- 
countability, costly delays in 
collecting property taxes, 
and poor communications 
with the public represent the 
major problems facing most 
Illinois school boards, it was 
concluded during the 
weekend. 

Meeting at Chicago’s 
Palmer House, delegates to 
the Illinois Association of 
School Boards (IASB) an- 
nual meeting expressed 
strong dissatisfaction with 
state laws that give teachers 
what they called ‘“‘guaran- 
teed lifetime job security.” 

However, they were 
equally unwilling to leave 
competent teachers ‘‘at the 
mercy of political pressures 
and union organizers.”’ 

Delegates representing 691 
Illinois school boards voted 
down a resolution to abolish 
teacher tenure, and instead 
chose to stay with their 
existing position in favor of 
periodic evaluations of 
teacher performance 

“Debate on the floor 
demonstrated growing 
concern among school board 
members that teachers are 
becoming increasingly less 
accountable to the public, 
said Harold P. Seamon, 
IASB executive director 

“In fact, debate on a 
variety of ies suggests 
renewed demand for greater 
accountability to students, 
parents and taxpayers,” he 
added. 

For exampl 
they rejected a resolution to 
make competency tests 
reading, writing and arith 
metic a requirement for 
teacher certification, 
delegates created a study 
committee with instructions 
to develop a plan for insuring 
that new teachers have 
acceptable basic skills. 

“On a related issue, 
delegates resoundingly 
approved a_ resolution 
condemning the new state 
law that requires them to 
follow seniority in deter- 
mining teacher layoffs 

“School boards want that 
law repealed,"’ Seamon said, 


although 
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“because they already can 
see what it does to the 
quality of their teaching 
staffs. 

“There are many factors 
influencing how well a 
particular teacher performs 
in a particular classroom, 
and seniority is: not one of 
them,” 

The annual business 
meeting, which provides 
each Illinois school board 
with an opportunity to vote 
on IASB policies, was part of 
a three-day conference that 
included training programs 
and information sessions for 

board members 
istrators. 
the most hotly 
debated issues involved the 
confusion surrounding 
property assessments and 
the extending and collecting 
of local property taxes. 

School dis cts from 
across the state reported 
lengthy delays in getting tax 
revenues from county tax 
officials 

“‘School boards are having 
to borrow large amounts of 
money in order to pay their 
bill Seamon noted. 

“Interest costs eating 
away at funds that should be 
available to run the schools 
The irony is that, even 
though property taxes go up, 
school districts are sliding 
backward financial 


Although delegates con- 


cluded it was impracticalto 
demand early tax collections 
in all counties, they int 
structed their legislative 
committee to find’~ a 
workable solution. “ 

In one of their few 
unanimous votes of the day, 
delegates adopted. a 
resolution instructing IASB 
to “seek public aupport.of 
legislative positions that are 
essential to good school 
government.” 

Delegates speaking ‘in 
behalf of the resolution said 
they fear the education. ‘of 
childrn is becoming 
secondary to the needs- of 
organizations and other 
specia! interest groups, >> 

“I think the feeling is that, 
if school boards are to truly 
represent the public, boards 
themselves must help lead 
the public t} a better un 
derstanding) of what’ is 
happening regarding the 
schools in Springfield and

New mortgage 
rules outlined 


Illinois Savings and Loan 
Commissioner William J. 
Schilling has issued a 
reminder to all state- 
chartered savings and loan 
associations, of’ interest to 
not only those associations 
but. all mortgage lenders 
operating in Illinois. 

The reminder notes that 
effective Nov. 8, Governor 
James A. Thompson signed 
into law House Bill 2811 
(Public Act 81-1097). This 
has the effect of removing 
the limit on the: ra 
ter for loans secured by 
mortgages of residential rea! 
estate. 

‘his elimination of Illinois’ 
usury ceiling is temporary 
and expires Dec. 31, 1981. 

Commissioner Schilling's 
reminder says that although 
the legislation made changes 
in Ilinois’ usury ceiling, it 
did nothing to change other 
limitations on home mor- 
tgages. 


If the stated rate of in’ 
terest on the home mortgage 
exceeds eight percent, there. 
can be ‘no provision fora 
penalty on early payment.of- 
that mortgage. 

In addition, a mortgage 
lender may not charge.moré 
than :three percent (three 
points) as a charge paid or 
incurred in connection with a 
‘mortgage loan. 

Finally, variable rate 
mortgages remain 
prohibited in Illinois. 

It is also still improper to 
provide 1 change in the 
contract rate of interest 
during the term ofa mor 
tgage in the state of Illinois

Does that traditional 
Thanisgiving meal leave 
you bloated and feeling 
guilty about all those 
calories you’ve got under 
your belt? 

Well, quit worrying and 
take a walk. Exercise is the 
answer to that post-turkey 
letdown, and a good brisk 
walk is as good a way as any 
to burn off some of that 
holiday repast, according to 
a nutritionist and expert on 
diet and exercising. 

Better yet, according to 
Frank Konishi, combine that 
brisk walk with a modest 
reduction in your usual 
portions of turkey and all the 
fixings 

The result might be sur- 
prising — like a slight loss of 
weight over the holidays. 

A brisk one-hour walk will 
burn off about 312 calories. 
Now, if you’re into dancing, 
the same amount of time on 
the dance floor will get rid of 
even more calories. 

Bicycling could take care 
of about twice as many 
calories, and jogging and 
swimming have the potential 
for burning close to three 
times the number of calories 
as a walk 

But don't try to lose all that 
Thanksgiving weight at 
once, cautions Konishi. 
There’s an appropriate 
exercise for everyone, based 
on age, physical condition 
and other health factors, 

“What's right for one 
person may not be right for 
another," said Konishi. ‘‘Not 
everyone should be out 
jogging. A brisk walk can be 
just as beneficial at burning 
off calories and-a lot more 
advisable from a health 
standpoint.” 

Professor of fodd and 
nutrition at SIUC, he has 
spent years researching the 
relationship between 
exercise and diet. His diet- 
exercise equivalency tables 
have ‘been quoted by health 
experts throughout the 
United States. 

He is co-author of a 
recently published book 
titled he Eat Anything 
Exercise Diet: How to Be 
Slim and Fit for Lite. 

It explains how people can 
use those diet-exercise 
tables to fashion a nutrition 
and exercise regimen that 
will get them down to their 
proper body weight and help 
keep them there for life. 

“‘Many people find 
themselves overweight and 
try to remedy the situation 
by resorting to one of the 
scores of crash or fad diets 
being marketed. But they 
fail to lose weight the way 
they had expected,” he says. 

“The real key to effective 
weight loss is to combine a 
sensible diet containing the 
nutrients your body must 
have to perform effectively, 
with an exercise plan suited 
to your body’s: physical 
condition.” 

‘That might not sound easy. 
but Konishi’s research ha 
led to scores of equivalency 
tables and simple equations 
that can help  weight- 
watchers lose pounds and 
still eat many of the foods 
they ithought they’d have to

calories, and take about 
three hours of walking to 
burn off those calories, if 
you're at or close to normal 
body weight. 

If you skip the mashed 
potatoes and gravy, you'll be 
avoiding more than 100 
calories. 

On the other hand, if you 
return from that walk to 
indulge in an average-size 
slice of pumpkin pie, you've 
got another hour or so of. 
walking ahead of you. Or a 
half hour jogging, if that’s 
your exercise choice, 

Of course, those exercise 
figures will just keep you 
going at about your current 
weight. What if you/Wwant to 
lose weight? 

“‘Generally speaking, 
you'll have to decrease your 
caloric intake and increase 
your exercise routine to lose 
weight,” said Konishi. 

For the ovetweight, 
there’s a bit of incéntive in 
Konishi’s equations for 
weight loss. If you’re already 
overweight, you'll burn up 
more calories exercising 
than if you were at your 
normal body weight, 

“A person who weighs 20 
percent more than his or her 
normal body. weight uses 
about 20 percent more 
energy to do the same 
amount of work as a person 
who is already at normal 
body wieght,’ Konishi 
comments, 

He offers some equations. 
for finding out such fhings as 
your normal body weight, 
the ideal caloric con- 
sumption based on your 
present weight and your 
desired weight, and the 
amount of physical exercise 
you should be getting to 
maintain or lose weight. 

One easy-to-do test for 
obesity involves measuring 
the skin-fold thickness of 
your triceps (back of, the 
upper arm). 

Have a friend use his or 
her thumb and index finger 
to‘pinch the skin oyer your 
tricep away from the muscle 
tissue. The skin should be 
pinched vertically 

While your friend is 
ching the skin, see ‘if its’ 
possible to insert a. coin 
between the thumb and the 
index finger.* 

Tf you’re male and you can 
instert a quarter, | you’re 
obese, says Konishi. If 
you’re female and can insert 
a fifty-cent piece, you're 
probably in the same 
overweight condition. 

Ideally, males should be 

able to insert a penny, and 
females a nickel between the 
finger and thumb squeezing 
the skin, 
Of course, the test results 
are approximations, but he 
says the measure is a fairly 
accurate one of a person’s , 
body fat. 

And if the pinch test 
requires anything larger 
than a_half-dollar, you'd 
probably be wise to pass 
when a serving of potatoes is = 
offered this Thanksgiving.

, The important role of state 
government in energy 
program planning, 
management and regulation 
has placed state ad- 
ministrators and legislative 
policymakers jin a_ pivotal 
Position. 

The development, 
execution and evaluation of 
Illinois. energy policies is 
clearly a complex issue. 

Although there are in- 
tenational, natiqnal and 
regional impacts arid a need 
for. coordination of some 
energy issues, solutions to 
energy problems in our 
_fedeal system of govenment 
will continue to rest heavily 
upon individual state action 

The quality of state 
leadership, therefore, un- 
derpins the development of 
an. effective energy policy 
for Illinois. 

The General Assembly has 
sought to address many 
energy issues through 

| legislative action. | 

‘The Office of “Energy 
Coordination within the state 

utive branch was 

charged by the governor to 

» provide leadership in energy 
matters. 

c administration and 
the General Assembly must 
tailor an energy policy to 
Illinois; they must achieve 
the greatest good for the 
»pegple of Iinois,in view of 
the, varying economic, en- 
vironmental and energy 
issues facing the state, 

Not only is the Illinois 
energy role important to the 
citizens of Illinois, but 
because of geological, 
historical or political cir- 
cumstances, Illinois is a 
leader nationally in energy 
affairs due to the abundance 
of jhuman and_ natural 
resources within our state. 

As we are all aware, 
Illinois possesses the largest 
bituminous (soft) coal 
reserves of any state — 140 to 
150 billion tons. 

Illinois also ‘relies more 
heavily on nuclear 

generation of electrical 
power than does any other 


state, 

In spite of the key role that 
Illinois*plays nationally in 
energy affairs, and the 
piyotal policy role which 
must be played by state level 
Jeadership in Illinois, energy 
consevation is really a local 
issue. 

Any international, national 
or statewide — energy 
program must clearly 
recognize the fact that 
basi¢ally its success, in 
great part, is based on is 
local execution. 

A. carefully devised 
linkage of action between 
energy policymaking and the 
transfer of that policy 
through local im- 
plementation is necessary. 

This state and_ its 
municipalities need to 
develop a new energy per- 
spective---one which will 
take the abundant technical 
information we have about 
our energy and show how to 
apply that knowledge 
locally. 

What should we be doing in 
the state and our local 
‘communities to effectuate a 
sound consumer cost and 
benefits energy conservation 
policy? 

There seems to be a 
vacuum in the present 
legislation due to a lack of 
clear definition as to what 
good local energy con- 
servation is. We haven't 
translated the technical 
information available in 
energy to the consumer. 

For the past two winters, 
«we have bundled up at home 
and in  Springfield—as 
thermostats have been 

juced to conserve. It is 
inferesting to note that these 
programs, which were 
basically designed to save 
energy, are more sellable 


and successful in terms of 
saving money. 

The pleas of con- 
servationists to save energy 
may cause people to nod 
their heads in agreement, 
but it is when it pinches our 
pocketbook, Americans sit 
up and take notice. 

We're proud of our 
American free enterprise 
system. When we invest, we 
like to get a sizable return on 
our investment. 

Enegy conservation is an 
investment—but how much 
can the home owner save by 
adding insulation? Putting in 
new storm windows? Or 
having a properly serviced 
‘cooling or heating system? 

Some believe that the bank 
gives a good investment 
return—while others feel 
that they could save two or 
three times that return if 
they were informed enough 
to know where to invest the 
money they have available, 
and better conserve energy 
in their home. 

‘The reduction in energy 
used gives the return of 
lower utility. bills. : 

Also, the home owner, by 
fixing up his residence, has 
made a direct input into the 
economics of the community 
through the purchase of 
insulation, or a shower head 
which reduces the amount of 
hot water used. 

Since the local citizens, 
businesses, government, 
carpools, ete., will be the 
implementation of many of 
our state energy policies, 
let’s not forget to transfer 
this growing energy 
technology to the local user. 

Our energy policies must 
reach the person who will 
eventually implement the 
program we in Springfield 
devise.

Transit, housing needs are cited 


A plea for the assistance of 
area communities in helping 
generate support for the Bi- 
State Transportation System 
was made by Earl Lazerson, 
acting president of Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, to leaders of 
the region at a meeting last 
week of the Mini-Mayors 
Association. 

Warning that the entire 
Illinois region could be 
without a system: of mass 
transportation within the 
next two years unless local 
support is made available, 
Lazerson urged the mayors 
to exert their leadership in 
finding a solution to the 
problem 

The university's-acting 
president explained that 
Illinois state govenment has 
increased the amount of tax 
revenues allocated to the Bi- 
State transit system for a 
limited time while local 
support is being developed 

“This additional infusion 
of funds is definitely limited 
in terms of time,’’ Lazerson 
said. “It is, ‘in effect, a 
challenge grant ‘with ‘ex- 
tremely tight limitations. 

“Beginning in fiscal year 
1981, and July 1, 1980, state 
subsidies for Bi-State will 
surely not meet projected 
needs unless local support is 
made available. The in- 
creased state funding is 
specifically tied by amend- 
ment to a mandate for local 
support.” 

Calling the. problem 
“crucial,”’ the administrator 
warned, “If we cannot lead 
our citizens to a recognition 
of the value of a reasonably 
effective mass tran- 
sportation system, and if we 
cannot persuade the tax- 
payers to support an 
equitable and effective 
structure of local support, 
then all big bets about the 
future of SIUE—and more 
important—the entire area, 
are off." 

Lazerson pointed to the 
efforts of the university in 
meeting public service 
challenges in the region and 
promised that ‘‘SIUE will do 
its share.” 

He said Bi-State has in- 
dicated it will need a 
minimum of $1 million per 
year in Illinois local funding 
to maintain its mass tran 
sportation system 

The acting president also 
pledged major emph in 
other areas of public service 
in the years ahead. 

Citing numerous examples 
of public service activities in 
which the university is 
presently involved, he told 
the mayors: “Many of our 
programs . can be of 
assistance to you as you 
identify your immediate and 
future needs and develop 
strategies to deal with 
them.”’

People today, according to 
Bieniecki, must decide what 
they are going to pass on to 
future generations: what 
kind of air, water and soil 
will we pass on? what con. 
dition will these elements be 
in? will they,be similar to 
what we inherited from our 
ancestors? We breathe 
pounds of air a day, which is 
six times the amount of food 
or water that we use daily. 
We can only live a few 
minutes without air, but we 
can last for several days 
without food or water. What 
is being done to clean up the 


Illinois State 
Constitution includes a 
provision for everyone to 
have a clean environment, 
but many cities’ laws are 
vague. If groups would pass 
resolutions about what we 
are doing to our natural 
resources, the community 
might give its support to 
altering some things, the 
speaker added. 

Bieniecki, amember of the 
East-West Gateway Coor- 
dinating Council, said that 
the council hopes to start a 
Pollution Standard Index 
about the first of the year 
which will be broadcast 
along with the weather 
forecast, telling how good, or 
bad, the air is.

They are: urge the 
development of a Pollution 
Standard, Index for Granite 
City along; support the local 
Air Control Board; tell the 
board your complaints; let 
the mayor and your alder- 
men know how you feel about 
this problem; encourage 
organizations to pass 
resolutions that express 
their concern; on the state 
level, let the governor and 
local legislators know of 
your concern; and support 
the State Environmental, 
Couneil

Congressional - 
ents of the political impact of 
President Carter's handling 
of the Iranian situation 
provide a_ plethora of 
prognostications 

Among Illinois 
congressmen, there is little 
agreement on how much 
President Carter would 
benefit politically if he 
successfully negotiated the 
release of the American 
hostages or how much he 
would be damaged if the 
captives were harmed 

While the congressmen 
generally endorse the steps 
Mr. Carter has taken so far, 
there is no party line + 
Republican, Democratic, 
conservative or liberal on 
the probable political con- 
sequences. 

Conservative Rep. Tom 
Corcoran, R-Ottawa, thinks 
Pres. Carter is in a “no win 
position politically 
regardless of what happens 
with the hostages 

“If it turns out. the 
hostages are harmed or we 
have to give in on some 
critical area, the political 
reaction would be very 
immediate and. very 
strident,"’ Corcoran 
predicts. 

Even if the hostages are 
rdleased unharmed, Carter 
will have to bear the blame 
for “wedk and uncertain” 
foreign policies that en- 
courage such actions as 
embas takeovers, Cor- 
coran saic 

It has capstantly been a 
leadership o} allowing the 
other guy to/push his point 
and having the United States 
turn its cheek,” Corcoran 
said 

Republican Rep. John 
Erlenborn of Glen Ellyn, 
whose conservative 
credentials rival Corcoran’s, 
disagrees. 

He does not think Carter 
can be faulted for: not 
showing more foresight by 
protecting or evacuating the 
embassy in Tehran 

“What were the alter- 
natives (before the 
takeover)?", asks Erleborn 
rhetorically. ‘Breaking off 
relations? Sending a division 
of Marines into the middle of 
Tehran?” 

Erlenborn said he sees no 
way the situation could have 
been avoided or that the 
président could have been 
able to predict what a mob 
would do. 

Hé reasons the public will 
recognize that the fate of the 
hostages is largely out of the 
president’s control, and that 


the outcome will not have a,, 


dramatic impact on Carter’s 
political prospects. 

Qn that latter score, Rep. 
Paul Simon, a_ liberal 
Democrat from Carbondale, 
is in rare agreement with 
Erlenborn. 

“My instincts are that 
Carter is not untimately 
going to be hurt or helped 
much by this whole thing,’ 
said Simon. 

“It has stirred up a lot of 
fervor, but it is the kind of 
fervor that is here right now. 
Three weeks after the in- 
cident, it is really no longer 
going to be in the picture. 

“You get an artificial 
picture of the ‘impact in 
terms of Illinois’ March 18 
primary by looking at the 
situation now. Some issues 
have a residual effect, like 
gun control and abortion. 
The Iranian situation is not 
likely to be one of those.” 


Republican Reps. George 
O'Brien of Joliet and Robert 
McClory of Lake Bluff see 
the freeing of the hostages as 
a definite political plus for 
Carter 

If the hostages are 
released, it cannot help but 
reflect great credit on 
Carter,” says O'Brien: 

‘People will blame Carter 
if he does not get) them out 
He ought to be! credited, 
however it works out, if he 
gets them out."

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“Than ksgiving spotlights America’s traditional values 


Guest comment by Richard L. Lesher, 
president of the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
-merce of America, the land with more 

«freedom, more opportunity and more 
_ |, prosperity than any other, sets aside one 
., day a year to give thanks for all these 
“blessings. We do have much to be thankful 
for—more in fact, than most of us can 
remember on this uniquely American 
holiday. 
- Yet how easy it is to instinctively reflect 
_ on what we want, rather than on what we 
already have—and on what should be, 
rather than on the good that now is. 

I would not suggest we take our.eyes off 
the horizon. From our earliest days, 
America has been the world’s beacon 
toward the future, and it is through this 
role that we have contributed most to the 
progess of mankind. 

Neither would I suggest America is 

5 ‘already a perfect place, nor that we are 
even nearing perfection, We all know 

. better. Our history is filled with mistakes. 
_, And problems like inflation, regulation, 
taxation and unemployment, which 
seemed bad ten years ago, are worse 
today, Indeed, polls indicate many 

Americans have never been more gloomy, 

more pessimistic about, their future. 

Still, a mature nation can learn from its 
mistakes, pick itself off the ground and 
CY a Pegi siew. America wants to do that, and 


is doing that. Slowly, we have begun : 


ioebinning away from the free-lunch, no-fault 
* philosophy that inflicted so much harm on 
our society. 
“As. we do, we can reach out with 
reassurance to such tested, traditional 
* Values as self-reliance, ambition, 
patriotism, concern for community, 
“support for private charity and trust in 
“heaven. Like old friends, they're all 
“patiently waiting for us. Some feel a bit 
glected, no doybt, but all are still ready 
| to help us again as they have so often in the 
Sopast: 
Of course, some Hailes haye lost faith, 
pect, for the traditional values. 
“More and more we hear them criticizing 
- America, disparaging her history, finding 
fault with her institutions, questioning her 
size and strength, and impugning her 
motivations, But this rhetoric, no matter 
“how strident, can never match the reality 
“of our accomplishments. 
“What these people forget, or refuse to 
Vadmit, is that a recession here, however 
“unwelcomie, would be like prosperity 
nearly everywhere else. What they ignore 


is that the average American gives away 
more each year in charity, than millions of 
other people can ever hope to earn for 12 
months of back-breaking labor. And even 
after Americans have given their share, 
they dig down and give more. 

Look at Cambodia, at the awful spec- 
tacle of nearly an entire country being 
callously starved by its ‘‘neighbors.’’ If 
there is any hope, any at all for these 
helpless people, it will be thanks to all 
those in the United States who are 
thousands of miles away, but who still feel 
the pain, share the suffering and refuse to 
sit and watch an innocent people die. 

I'm thankful to have people like that for 
countrymen, Equally important, I’m 
thankful we can live together in a free 
country—the kind of country where people 
can start with nothing and then grow, 
improve, succeed, and finally leave this 
world having provided their family the 
means to live even better; the kind of 
country based on the rule of law here, as 
Abraham Lincoln once said, ‘No man is 
good enough to govern another man 
without that other's consent.” 

Other countries, most other countries, 
lack these fundamental guarantees of 
individual rights. The result is that people 
do not live as well as we do. 

Ever wonder what we would have to do 
to achieve equality with the Soviet Union? 
‘The answer is: Cut our paychecks by more 
than half; move tens of millions of workers 
back to the farm (where they would then 
proceed to grow less food); also, tear ‘up 
and destroy most of our railroads, high- 
ways, automobiles, single-family homes, 
telephones and television sets. 

Of course, these are just material 
sacrifices. Stripped away as well would be 
so many of those precious personal 
freedoms that permit us to make basic 
decisions concerning our jobs, homes, 
churches and schools. 

‘Does America have problems? ‘You bet 
she'does. But we can lick those problems if 
we just\ remember our principles have 
never failed us when we have had the 
wisdom and courage to live up to them. 

Let's be thankful that we, unlike so 
many others, still have that oppor: 
Because, to paraphrase an old § 
verse: 

“There will always be an America, and 
America will always be free, if America 
means as much to you as America means 
to me.””

‘retirement after a stormy but generally 

‘ constructive’span of time at the helm of 

organized labor in this nation. 

. His. successor, Kirkland, 57, im- 
mediately invited Auto Makers and 
‘Teamsters back into the AFL-CIO 

tructure. Replacing Kirkland as 
secretary-treasurer is 51-year-old Thomas 
Donahue, a former assistant secretary of 

“the U. S, Labor Department who has been 
serving as a member of the Meany staff. 

Molded in the tradition of former AFL 
sehi 's Samuel Gompers and William 
\Gréen, George Meany has been a 
“dominant figure in labor for the past half 
‘century and was a logical choice for the 
«top leadership when the craft-oriented 
“federation joined forces with the plant- 
wide industrial locals and groups. 

Abrupt, witty, direct and sharp-tongued, 
always ready to fight whenever labor’s 

terests are at stake, Meany 
¢simultaneously has been a_ skilled 


politician and tactician whose word is his 
bond. He once interpreted his rivalry with 
the late Walter Reuther, eager to succeed 
Meany, as boiling down to Reuther 
“wanting me to die,” a step Meany is 
neither ready nor willing to take. 

Although confined part of the time toa 
‘wheelchair, Meany could have had 
another two-year term this fall if he had 
wanted it. As realistic about this topic as 
any other, he decided instead that the 
AFL-CIO could function best with younger 
leadership, particularly the two men 
chosen. 4 

Now heading an amalgamation of 
13,500,000 members, Kirkland is equally 
articulate and equally quick with barbed: 
rhetoric when he feels it is justified. He 
said Monday he has too high a regard for 
leaders of outside unions ‘‘to believe they 
can really be governed by petty personel 
or pecuniary considerations, or ancient 
and tedious grudges.””

Storing garden seeds

The question comes up 
each year on how long 
garden seed can be stored. 
Can leftover seed be saved 
until next year? 

This is an important 
question for you as a gar- 
dener because you don't 
want to waste your effort 
planting ‘‘dead’’ seed. 

Chris Doll, University of 
Illinois area adviser, 
maintains that the key to 
carrying garden seed over 
until next year is related to 
the storage conditions. It is 
important that seeds be

First are the short-lived 
seeds that are usually not 
good after one or two years. 
These include sweet corn, 
parsley, parsnips, okra, 
onions and salsify. 

Second are the moderately 
long-lived seeds. Such seeds 
are often good for three to 
five years with proper 
storage conditions. They 
include beans, carrots, peas, 
kohlrabi, lettuce, radishes, 
turnips, peppers, cabbage, 
cauliflower and brussels 
sprouts. 

Third are the com- 
paratively long-lived seeds.

| Bold decision by pilgrims — to rely primarily on individual enterprise 


By HOWARD E. KERSHNER 

In 1623 after two years of hunger and 
starvation, our pilgrim fathers decided to 
end their ‘communist’? regime and to 
adopt the policy of “eyery man for him- 
self.’’ This called forth such a great out- 
pouring of energy that hunger and scarcity 

. were soon replaced by an abundance of 
food. 

‘The first Thanksgiving in 1623 was in 
reality a joyous appreciation that the 
collectivist experiment had ended and that 
individualism and self-reliance had 
ushered in an era of plenty. 

Early in 1623, the pilgrims in Governor 
Bradford’s words, “began to think how 
they might raise as much corn.as they 
‘could and obtain a better crop than they 
had done, that they might not still thus 
languish in misery. 

“At length, after much debate of things 
the governor, with the advice of the 
chiefest among them, gave way that they 
should set corn, every man for his own 
particular and — in that regard — trust to 
themselves.”” 


This decision having been made, the 
governor assigned to every family a parcel 
of land, according to the number of per- 
sons it contained. 

“This had very good success; for it 
made all hands very industrious, so as 
much ‘more corn was planted than 
otherwise would have been by any means 
— more than the governor or any other 
could use, and saved him a great deal of 
trouble, and gave far better content. 

“The women now went willingly into the 
fields and took their little ones with them 
to set corn, which before would allege 
weakness and disability; whom to have 
compelled would have been thought great 
tyranny and oppression.” 

Gov. Bradford goes on to explain that 
this experiment shows the falsity of the 
belief ‘that taking away of property and 
bringing in community into a com- 
monwealth, would make them happy and 
flourishing, as if they were wiser than 
God.” 

The “communist” " experiment, says 
Gov. Bradford,”’ was found to breed much 


confusion and discontent and retard much’ 
employment that would have been to their 
benefit and comfort 

“For the young men that were most able 
and fit for labor and service did repine that 
they should spend their time and strength 
to work for other men’s wives and children 
without any recompense. 

“The strong, or man of parts, had no 
more in division of victuals and clothes, 
than he that was weak and not able to do a 
quarter the others could. This was thought 
injustice.” 

By the autumn of 1623, six months after 
the end of the “communist” experiment, 
individual enterprise had brought 
prosperity. 

In Gov. Bradford's words, ‘“‘By this time, 
harvest was come and, instead of famine, 
now God gave them plenty, and the face of 
things was changed, to the rejoicing of the 
hearts of many. 

“For which they blessed God and the 
effect of their particular planting was well 
seen. For all had, one way and other, 
pretty well to bring the year about. And 


“some of the abler sort and more in- 
dustrious had to spare, and sell to others, 
so as any general want or famine hath not 
been amonst them since this day.” 

In the summer of 1623, a ship had 
arrived from England, bringing 60 new 
settlers and a small store of food. 

Apparently, Gov. Bradford wanted the 
older colonists to share this food and in 
turn the newer colonists to be entitled to a 
portion of the growing crop of corn. Both 
the newcomers and the old settlers ob- 
jected to this arrangement 

The old planters “‘came to the governor 
and besought him as it was before agreed 
that they should set corn for their par- 
ticular, and accordingly they had taken 
extraordinary pains thereabout that might 
freely enjoy the same. 

“They would not have a bit of the vic- 
tuals now come, but wait till harvest for 
their own, and let the newcomers enjoy 
what they had brought. Their request was 
granted them, for it gave both sides good 
content.” 

The old settlers did not want to share 


their growing corn for fear that the 
newcomers might eat too much of it. 

They preferred to get along as best they 
could and not to share the food that the 
newcomers had brought, preferring to 
endure any hardship until their own corn 
was ripe. 

The newcomers likewise’ preferred to 
keep their own rather than share it with 
the older, settlers for fear there would not 
be enough for all. 


When men depend on their own efforts, 
they feel they can control their destinies, If 3 
times are difficult, they can work harder 
and be more resourceful 


If each man both contributes te and 
consumes from the common pool, each 
fears that the other will not contribute 
enough or wil consume too much.

1977. It studied the 17 railroads serving 
the terminal and concluded that the 
Illinois portion from Mitchell to -Cen- 
treville should play an important role in 
future rail improvements. 

It presented an alternative for using 
two Tlinois rail yards, including the 
Madison yards near the Broadway 
viaduct here, as the main switching and 
sorting facilities for the area. 

The five major recommendations 
from the first phase of the study are: 

(1) An expanded. Gateway Yard 
(owned by the Alton and Southern) 
which is located in Centreville. 

(2) A> modified and expanded 
Madison Yard (owned by the Terminal 
Railroad Association) which is located 
in Madison and Venice. 

(3) A consolidation of the Carrie 
Avenue Yards'(owned) by the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific and by the 
TRRA) which are located in St. Louis, 
and which could serve as a west-side 
industry support yard. 

(4) Construction of common trailer- 
on-flat-car (TOFC) and container-on- 
flat-car (COFC) yards ata site, or sites 
to be determined in Phase Two. 

(5) Installation and upgrading of rail 
mainline tracks to provide the 
necessary access to, and within, the St. 
Louis terminal system. (In Phase One, 
this was considered to be 40 track-miles 
of'new mainline, 68 miles of corridor 
upgrading and 78 miles of corridor 
central traffic control installation) 

An alternate plan calls for three 
principal yards, using Madison as the 
‘primary industry support yard,”’ 
utilizing the Gateway Yard (as in 
Phase One), and building a new 
classification yard near National City, 
immediately south of the Madison 
Yards. 


Other portions of the alternate plan 
are the same as in the ‘“‘two-yard”’ 
concept, according to the report.

in the United States. 

President Jimmy Carter 
issued an order Nov. 10 
directing the deportation of 
Iranians who are in violation 
of student visas. 

Ahmed said a team ‘of 25 
inspectors from the 
Immigration Service has 
scheduled Noy. 27 as an 
inspection day at the SIUC 
campus, where ap. 
proximately 150 Iranians are 
enrolled.

*That day was Smokeless Thursday. 
fhe American Cancer Society 
designates a day like this each year to 
ask Smokers to put down their cigarette 
packs for a 24-hour period. 

“The Society began this program three 
yeats ago for those smokers who 
rationalize, “I can quit anytime I want 
ey tei 
» Tam nobody’s fool: I would never, 
and I mean never, utter those words. I 
ama cigarette addict and I will 
probably always have a special af- 
fection for my Salems. 

For some reason, I react to my habit 
as if it were the only friend I have. 
When my cigarettes are not with me, I 
feel a. great loss. When they are with 
me, I feel a guilt—like I should be 
spending more time with them. 

I don’t smoke for tension. I don’t 
smoke for pleasure. I smoke because I 
‘am addicted to the feel of them. 

» I am addicted to tobacco on the 
bottom of my purses. And I don't think I 
could ever get used to using lipsticks 
without tobacco shavings on them. 
So, giving up cigarettes for one day 
wasn’t one of the best ideas I had ever 
thought of: But I took the task seriously. 

I started gathering a list of smokers 
for the campaign early in the week. We 
met briefly for a pep rally on Wed- 
nesday. The group decided to stick 
together on the endeavor. 

My office phone was to be used as the

“crisis line’’ if someone had an 
irresistable urge to light up. I had to be 
the watchdog and comfort the serious 
smokers who vowed, ‘Until 24 hours 
have passed or I go berserk, I will not

We all worked together.. We com- 
forted each other. We sat around get- 
ting high about thinking of dragging on 
a cigarette. 

Non-smokers in St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center cheered’ uS on. But the 
smokers—the ones who knew it was 
useless—just chided us on our self: 
inflected misery. 

One man even taped.a.pa 
new cocoa leaf cigarettes on offite 
door with a note that said, ‘Help 
yourself!’” He's the same one who told 
many of us he believes that more non- 
smokers, than smokers, die from being 
hit by a truck f 

His/ philosophy behind that fact is 
interesting. Yeu see, non-smokers are 
full of energy. They are more apt to run 
into the street without looking. 

Now, smoker will always take his 
time. His energy level is lower. He 
undoubtedly is lighting a cigarette at 
the corner, and has more time to see the 
truck before running into the street 

It’s reasoning like this that smokers. 
hear alt the time. The time we.didn’t 
want to, hear it was Smokeless Thur. 
sday, 

I wasn’t sure I would hear from 
anyone on the crisis line. But at 8:30 
a.m.—I had just walked in the door—I 
got a call from the Lab.

voice was pleading, 

I quickly: responded, ‘But it’s only 
8:30. Calm down. I know it’s hard to do. 
Where are your cigarettes? 

“T'll be right down. y the way, what 
brand do you smoke?” 

The day would roll out just fine. 
There were a few more survival kits to 
send out on my way down to the Lab. 

The survival kits, jammed with 
tootsie pops and candy, were a real hit 
Even the non-smokers were asking for 
them. 

St. Elizabeth smokers—50 who took 
the-oath to stop—consumed more than 
150 suckers and tootsie pops plus a 
couple of pounds of hard candies and 
butterscotches and sugarless gum 
After all, we didn’t want to in any 
weight, so sugarless gum was a must 

Of all the people to lead a group of 
smokers to the heavenly bliss of non- 
smoking—I had to be the best can- 
didate. I quit smoking every night 

I find it difficult to smoke and sleep at 
the same time. But, actually, I have 
tried to quit several timés. 

I've tried cold turkey, cutting down, 
using filters. You name it; I've tri 

The American Cancer Society wrote 
a little note in their stop smoking 
brochure especially for me: “Don't be 
discouraged; many thousands who 
finally stopped did so only after several 
attempts.”” 

I've even subjected myself to con- 
versations with “‘born-again non- 
smokers" (those people who had a 
carton-a-day habit for 25 years but 
stopped after the surgeon general's 


vitting must be easy—I|'ve done it hundreds o 


first warnings in the '60s) 

I talked to one woman who said she 
simply forgot to smoke one day, and 
hasn't had one since. I find that pretty 
unbelievable. 

You don’t just forget to smoke. That’s 
like forgetting to put your contact 
lenses in your eyes 

Testimonials don't work, either. 
Cancer stories never affected me 
directly. I come from a fantastically 
healthy background and have seen the 
inside of a hospital only on two. oc- 
casions 

Once was when I was five and had my 
tonsils taken out. My older sister had to 
have the surgery, and I think my folks 
got a two-for-one deal on surgery rates. 

The next time I saw, the inside of a 
hospital was when I went to work at St 
Elizabeth 

It is said smokers have dull senses 
and that, once they stop, they are able 
to see, smell, taste and hear much 
better than when they were smokers. 

This theory is true. When I wasn’t 
smoking Thursday I could not only 
smell a lighted cigarette, I could tell 
you the immediate vicinity from which 
its smoke was coming. 

I could also hear choruses of flicking 
Bics from all parts of the medical 
center. 

One time during the early part of the 
day, | heard someone blowing. When I 
looked to see who was violating the no- 
smoking rule in the Public Relations 
office, I found Joyce: Mitchell blowing 
dry some correcting. ink 

Needless to say, most of the day was 


spent ovehearing, oversmelling and 
overtasting—especially _overtasting 

Tasting is the first sense to return. I 
tasted everything tootsie pops, 
candy, chewing gum, egg sandwiches, 
coffee....and that was the first 15 
minutes of work. I ate 50 much before 
lunch that my mouth was too tired to 
attempt a noon meal 

Most of the people who took the vow 
were doing fairly well—until lunch 
time. 

The thought of not smoking after 
lunch sent pandemonium through all 
departments of the center. And many of 
them called to warn me they probably 
wouldn't get through the lunch hour 
without their cigarettes 

Oddly enough, I didn’t have that fear. 
Thad spent the morning keeping myself 
busy and I really didn’t have that great 
urge. to smoke. 

Well, I didn’t until my office mate, 
Diana Linsley, left me alone as she ran 


{ was 2 p.m. There were two stale’ 
cigarettes in my desk. I toyed with the 
idea of smoking one, but I finally 
decided not to. 

It was a difficult decision for me to 
e, especially since I had already lit 
it and had taken two drags off of it. But 
I quickly stamped it our and destroyed 
all the evidence 
When Diaha walked in the office, her 
first question to me was, ‘‘Why are you 
smiling Her second question was 
“Where are the cigarettes?” 
I really felt badly about it. Only four 
hours prior to my temporary break- 


f times myself’ 


down, I chad scolded somedne for 
lighting up and not even trying to quit. 

I felt pretty guilty for awhile, but 
after the gvilt had passed I didn’t feel 
like smoking again. 

The next cigarette I had was at 7 p.m 
but I didn’t really smoke it. When the 
24-hour period had ended, I had only 
smoked two cigarettes. That’s 95 
percent less than my normal daily 
consumption 

When all was tallied Friday, there 
were five people who had stopped 
smoking altogether. That’s a whopping 
ten percent of the smdkers ‘who vowed 
to stop for the day. 

Nearly everyone made it through the 
24 hours. 

There are still 45 af us who didn’t 
make it after the 24 haurs were up, but 
we know we are that) much closer to 
quitting. Non-smokers|and “born again 
non-smokers” will never be impressed 
with our accomplishments. But that,, 
shouldn't discourage us. , 

If you are a smoker and did reduce 
your smoking on Smokeless Thursday, 
you did something great for yourself 

You proved the limits of your will 
power, by controlling your urges—even 
if you eliminated cigarettes by the 
hour, you accomplished Something 

All’ smokers are not alike, and '‘cold 
turkey quitting’’ is not the best method: 
for everyone. 

As an eight-year smoker, I know now 
that I will be able to quit someday—but 
1 will have to do it a day at a time 

To proclaim to the world that 1 will 
stop imoking for ever would be 
hypocritical. But I will keep trying

Four new lads recall 
Liverpool’s Fab Four 


The smoke in the room was 
nightclub thick, and the 
screaming audience was 
shockingly young, young the 
way people were young when 
the '60s were new, when rock 
‘n’ roll was king and wars and 
protests and anger seemed far 
away. 

The’ young people were 
“twisting” their hearts out, 
gyrating in a sweetly clumsy 
dance that one would not have 
expected most of them to 
know, because the time was 
not the beginning of the ‘60s; 
the time was. just last 
summer, and the young peo- 
ple in the gaudy London 
nightclub were twisting and 
shouting in response to a 
group that made history and 
then disbanded. 

They were dancing to the 
Beatles .. well, not really 
They were dancing to the 
music on the soundtrack of a 
new movie called “Birth of 
the Beatles,” which will have 
its world premiere on ABC 
Nov. 23. ‘heir enthusiasm 
was So far. beyond the call of 
duty that years fell away like 
the calendar pages in a movie 
montage 

“[ should think any director 
of my generation would give 
his eyeteeth to do this movie,” 
said director Richard Mar- 
quand while the exhausted 
crowd collapsed between 
numbers. “There’s so much 
about the early days of the 
Beatles that audienc don't 
know; their beginnings were 
even more dramatic than 
Elvis' 

“When things started to roll 
for them they really rolled. 
The Beatles were like ‘Rocky, 
with music up from the 
streets to become heroes of 
the world. And I think the suc- 
cess they finally had was 
shared by a broad spectrum of 
generations, from grandmoth- 
ers to toddlers. 

“Elvis opened the door that 
the Beatles walked through.” 

Marquand, well known in 
England asa director, had 
known producers Dick Clark 
and Tony Bishop for two 


years before ‘this project 
came into being; it was 
planned but postponed while 
the ‘producers made the now 
historic “Elvis” movie. Now 
the director, with the full sup- 
port of his producers, had 
found four young actors to 
play the young Beatles: Ste- 
pace Matkenna (John), Rod 


ulbertson (Paul), John..Alt-* 


man (George) and Ray Ash- 
croft (Ringo). All four met his 
requirement for “the flavor of 
the look from certain angles; 
not a waxworks resemblance 
that gets between the audi- 
ence and the performance. 
‘That would be fatal. They're 
terrific actors and musicians; 
that’s what I needed.” 

Perhaps it’s because the 
Beatles are Marquand’s gen- 
eration that he seems to feel 
an additional excitement in 
this story. “It matters to me 
because it tells you that you 
can actually succeed through 
bloody hard work, not just by 
accident,” he said happily 
“They didn’t just buy guitars 
and stand onstage — they 
worked in obscure little coffee 
clubs, dreadful places in 
Hamburg, and they learned 
their craft. Nothing came 
easy; I remember when 
nobody in London knew who 
they were 

“Maybe it’s because I’m 
George Harrison’s age I feel 
this story very deeply. I grew 
up with this music and these 
clubs. This is like doing my 
autobiography 

The clarion call of an elec- 
tric guitar — on a tape that 
reproduces: exactly the sound 
and style of the early Beatles 
— split the air, and the weary 
extras got to their feet, ready 
to eagerly obey when “John” 
shouted the ritual opening: 
“Let’s rock ‘n’ roll!”" 


Richard Marquand was 
ready, too. After all, he was 
truckin’ when the Fab Four 
were the new kids in town, 
and no one would ever get old, 
and the world believed in 
magic. And bringing those 
days back was, well, fun:

Richard Crenna read 
for holiday special 


“Our major objective in th 
drama is to present the Pil- 
grims not as objects of relig- 
jous curiosity, but as human 
beings,” said Richard Crenna, 
on location for the shooting of 
“Mayflower: The Pilgrims’ 
Adventure.” 

In the special, Crenna_por- 
trays William Brewster, lead-

er of the band of colonists 
whose voyage from Plymouth, 
England, to the New World 
will be recounted on the eve 
of Thanksgiving, Wednesday, 
Nov. 21, on CBS. 

“The Pilgrims were not 
religious fanatics, but people 
driven by the need for relig- 
ious and social freedom,” the 
actor continued. “They were 
actually far more liberal than 
the Puritans who followed 
them into Massachusetts.” 

Before filming began, Cren- 
na researched the Pilgrims 
and their leader. “It gave me 
some insight into Brewster 
and his band of colonists as 
human beings,” Crenne said. 

The actor conceded that 
some dramatic license was 
taken with the story. “Brew- 
ster was not actually a minis- 
ter but the eldgr of the 
congregation; he was_ its 
ramrod. A man named Rich- 
ardson was the minister in 
charge of the ritual. Brewster 
was the doer. In the drama, 


the two characters are consol- 
idated.”” 

Most of the special was 
filmed aboard The Dove, a 
restored ship docked in: St. 
Mary’s City, Md., the mother 
settlement of the Maryland 
colony, 

‘Luckily, I don't .get 
seasick,” Crenna joked. “This 
is about the fourth boat pic- 
ture I’ve made.” Before film- 
ing the Mayflower special, 
Crenna had spent seven weeks 
at sea for the upcoming Cana- 
dian feature, “Death Ship. 
Earlier, he filmed ‘Red 
at Morning” and “The 
Pebbles,’ both of which 
involved shipboard filming. 

“Filming aboard a_ ship 
always presents special 
problems,” Crenna noted 

“The elements are out of 
your control. The sea and 
boats are not easy to manage. 
It can take hours to do some- 
thing that could be accom- 
plished in minutes.on land.” 


On the day on which he was 
speaking, Crenna and fellow 
cast members Anthony 
Hopkins, Jenny Agutter 
Michael Beck, David Dukes 
and Trish Van Devere — had 
set out on the Chesapeake in 
The Dove. The morning was 
bright and shiny, but after a 
few hours, storm clouds gath- 
ered and lightning flashed. 
The ship and cast sped back to 
shore, arriving just as the sun 
came back out. 

“T used to sail in my spare 
time,” Crenna said. “I haven't 
recently, until I came down 
here. Believe it or not, after 
all-this time on the water, I 
spend my off-time sailing 
with some friends.” 


“I've never had a boat of 
my own,” he added. “When 
you sail with friends, you can 
always say ‘See you next 
week’ when the day is over, 
rather than worry abo:t thi 
boat. It’s the best way to sail.’

Illinois employers can cut 
the amount of federal taxes

A telephone call to the 
nearest local office of the 
Illinois Job Service is.all it 
takes to learn about jobs tax 
credits and get referrals of 
eligible jo-seekers, he said 

There are two tax credits: 

—The Targeted Jobs Tax 
Credit (TJTC) applies _to, 
wages paid by taxpaying 
employers between Jan. 1, 
1979, and Dec, 31, 1980, to 
certified employees hired 
from seven categories of 
jobseekers after Sept. 26, 
1978. 

The credit is 50 percent of 
first-year wages up to $6,000 
and 25 percent of second 
year wages up to $6,000 for 
each eligible employee 

The seven targeted groups 
are: 

1. Recipients of Sup 
plemental Security In¢ome 

SI) payments, 

2. Handicapped in 
dividuals referred from state 
vocational rehabilitation 
agencies and the Veterans 
Administration, 

3. Youths, and 18 through 
24, in economically disad- 
vantaged\ families, ie., if 
income for the six months 
preceding the hiring date, 
annualized, is le than 70 
percent of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics lower living 
standard, 

4. Vietnam-era veterans 
under 5 who are 
economically disadvanted, 

5. Recipients of general 
assistance payments (state 
or locally financed welfare) 
for 30 or more days, 

6. Youths, 16 through 18, 
participating in an approved 
cooperative . education 
program; and 

7. Ex-convicts (convicted 
of a felony) who are 
economically disadvantaged

Tips on turkey roasting 


BY.C ATHE RINE R. el 


turkey out of the oven this 
Thanksgiving »make sure it’s 
the golden-brown, delicious 
bird that everyone is. an- 
ticipating, 

Proper roasting with: low 
temperatures will assure 
you of. better. flavor and 
appearance, less shrinkage 
and less loss of juices. 

Here are the simple steps 

Preheat the oven to 325 
degrees Fahrenheit 

Rinse, drain and dry the 
bird. Rub the inside with salt 
if you don't plan to use a 
stuffing 

—If you're going to ‘stuff 
the turkey, fill. the neck! 
cavity. lightly: Fasten. the 
neck skin to the back of the 
turkey with a skewer! Then 
fill the body cavity lightly 
and tie the legs to the tail 

Fasten the wings to the 
body using skewers or 
string 

Place the turkey breast 


side up on.a rack or shallow 
roasting pan. Brush the skin 
with butter’ or fat. 

—Insert a meat ther- 
mometer in the center of the 
inside thigh muscle or in the 
thickest part of the breast 
meat. Be sure that © the 
thermometer bulb doesn’t 
touch a.bone. Insert an 
additional thermometer into 
the stuffing. 

—Place the turkey in a 
pre-heated oven. If desired, 
baste or brush occasionally 
with pan drippings or butter 

—When the turkey is two- 
thirds done, cut the cord at 
the tail to release the legs 
and to permit ‘the heat .to 
reach the heavy-meated 
part. Cover the legs and 
breast with a loose’ tent of 
aluminum. foil to. prevent 
excessive browning. 

Roast until the meat 
thermometer in the turkey 
reaches 180 to 185 degrees 
Fahrenheidt. The ther- 
mometer. in the dressing 
should reach at least: 165 
degrees

Builders of new homes are 
facing | new federal 
regulations requiring the 
labeling and advertising of 
home insulation used in their 
residential buildings-and a 
$10,000. penalty for failure to 
do so. 

The new law will become 
effective Dec.31, an ex- 
tension of one month from 
the originally scheduled 
effective date of Nov.30. 

Jim L. Ashley, formerly of 
Madison and ‘now Product 
Promotion Manager of the 
Building Products Division 
of the Celotex Corp., has 
been in the Quad-City area to 
alert home ‘builders to the 
new regulations and make 
them. aware of their 
responsibilities to the 
Federal Trade Commission 
under the new law. 

Ashley. said ‘‘it is 
amazing’? how many home 
builders know nothing about 
the law and what it could 
mean to them in large 
penalties. He said he has 
attended a number of 
meetings of members of the 
building craft’to outline the 
fundamental requirements 
of the law. 

When the rules go into 
effect Dec. 31,, all sales 
contracts for new houses, 
townhouses and con- 
(including 
conversions) will have to 
contain a clause disclosing 
(1) the type of insulation; (2) 
the thickness of the 
isulation; and (3) the R- 
Value (effectiveness) of the 
insulation. 

This new regulation stems 
from regulations on the 
labeling of home insulation 
which were published by the 
Federal Trade Commission 
last August 

“Just about everyone 
involved in the building and 
selling of new houses will be 
affected by the new rules,” 
according to Don Carr, 
director of the Technical 
Services Department of the 
National Association of 
Home Builders. 

Carr noted that in addition 
to those who build and sell 
new houses, the regulations 
also cover manufacturers 
and those who sell isulation 
material to the public 


_ provide heavy penalties 


Ashley said the new law 
will apply only to new homes. 
and does not cover 
previously built homes or 
remodeling programs which 
would include installation of 
insulation. 

WwWhen, the type of in- 
sulation installed varies 
from one part of a structure 
to another, the R-Value of 
each type must be disclosed 
and the areas where dif- 
ferent types have been in- 
stalled must be specified. 

Ashley urged that home 
builders and producers of 
insulation materias used in 
home building should fully 
aqguaint themselves with 
details of the new federal 
law.

Public defender deplores 
harassment of juveniles 


Teenage harassment by 
police is a “pet peeve" of 
John Rekowski, assistant 
public defender for Madison 
County. 

Rekowski spoke to~ a 
meeting of Explorer Post 10- 
4, a law enforcement 
specialty post sponsored by 
Madison Police Unit 110. 

In reply to a question about 
strip searching of juveniles, 
the speaker replied;‘*Many 
police officers, un- 
fortunately, believe that if a 
youth is under 18, has long 
hair and perhaps not too well 
dressed they are prime 
targets for searching. 

“TJ particularly think strip 
searching of teenagers, 
except in extreme cases and 
by proper Supervision, other 
than police, is un- 
constitutional 

“Teenagers have a right to 
privacy anda strip search is 
a demeaning type of thing 
No citizen should be subject 
to it.“* Rekowski said. 

“The constitution was 
written to protect people and 
I would consider a_ strip 
search of minors to be highly 
objectionable.” he repeated 

The action he noted could 
be reported to the Civil 
Rights Division of the FBI 

If arrested by police, the 
public defender said, 
juveniles have a right to 
remain silent. He noted they 
should be polite, regardless 
of how treated, give only 
their name and address and 
demand a lawyer.
